Rebellion and Gouerm! alfo : they haue therevpon proceeded 
to exercife the fouerain powers : hauing executed two perfons 
vpon the Breach of their Capitall Laws : and haue ordred 
6 Rates to be collected thro the whole Colony for paying 
the men they fent laft Summer to the Eaftward to no purpofe 
and One Rate and a halfe more in money to defray the 
prefent charge of M f Cooke and Oakes their pretended 
Agents : all which amounts to about ioooo"' : the poepfe 
at our coming away refufed to pay thofe Rates but are dayly 
threatned to be imprifoned. at the tyme of their Rebellion 
they lett fall the Cuftoms and Excife hoping thereby to 
draw the trading men to comply and to fubmitt to their 
eafye yoake . but the very next day wee were aboard the fhip 
bound for Eng? the Gen 1 ! Court Ordred all ordinary Keepers 
to account with the Treafurer for all Beare Wine Syder etc : 

retailed 
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retailed by them fince the 18 of Aprill laft and fuch as refufe 
to be rated at Will and Doom : they expect that his Mai" 
will grant them a Charter or at leaft entruft them wholy 
with the Gom! otherwife they will haue no more to do with 
England. All our Eaftern Country from Pemmaquid eaft- 
ward to Pifcataqua is deftroyed or deferted for feare of the 
french and Indians . of which a body of about 400 were at 
the taking of Pemmaq*! fort : 

the french king has recalled the Marques D'nonvell ^ and 
has fent in his place Count ffrontinack : who well vnder- 
ftands the Southern Indians wee feared his Attack of 
Albany this Winter will bee foone Ml of it wheneuer he 
comes before it : that loft, New York cannot hold out long: 
he has alfo fent Mouns Perot in Sep? laft with 2 frigotts to 
Nova Scotia . where he has begun a larg fortification at 
Port Royall : and with the helpe of 7 Ketches and a very 
good Briganteen lately tooke by his frigotts from vs and 
their mafters kept with them will wholy deftroy the whale [?]

taind me with grave difcourfe but nothing to ye purpofe 
but advifed me to write to you : that he would ferue you.

Holmes Ship haftening her Difpatch to be ready as 
foon as the other Maft Ships, if fome of yor trees proved 
defective and doe not anfwere the DimenOTHs, That muft 
be imputed to the poor miferable Condition of the poor 
Inhabitants of New Hampfhire and the Province of Maine 
who by the ill Condudl of the Boftoners are ruined Their 

Oxen 
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Oxen ufed to draw the Mads out of the Woods are de- 
stroyed And fo general! a feare of the Indians has fallen 
upon the people, that they will not for any gaine venture 
abroad in the Woods as formerly. 

I went to Exeter in New Hampfhire where are yet 5 Saw 
Mills remaining I found there was no Care taken to p'ferve 
the few trees fit for (landing Marts And W- Peter Coffin told 
Me that Boards being very dear the Loggers fell all trees 
without any difttnclion So that he know 's not where to finde 
enough for the Mails he has contracted for. 

Nor has M r Brenton *** who has a privy Seale for the 
Office of Surveyor of their Ma ,iD Woods in New Hampfhire 
and Maine been once to vifit the Woods or appoint any One 
perfon to be his Deputy to prevent the great devaflacori of 
the trees made in thofe parts of the Provinces adjoining to 
Pifcataqua And tho there are good trees in the more Eafl- 
ern places of the Province of Maine The People are all cut 
of And You mufl be fupply'd from Pifcataqua this time of 
War or no where 

It 's therefore neceffary that an Understanding Perfon be

I am well allured it was knowne in Bofton and in New 
York that Quebeck was feverely ftraitned And if but two 
ffrigatts had appeared before the Towne they would have 
Surrendred for want of bread. Coll Ales then upon his firft 
Arrivall at N : York being very fenfible of the great danger 
Albany is in Sent to this Governm! for a Supply of 200 
Men to reinforce that towne but Nothing here yet con- 
cluded upon The Governor is gone Eaftward and hath 
taken with him 4 Whaleing Boates Ufed in taking Whales, 
And with them will fcour the little Creaks and Rivers not 
before once attempted by Ketches and bigger Veffclls in 
hopes of making a great hand of it for Beaver Skins &? But 
how he will fpeed is very uncertaine, if they get Nothing tts 
good Husbandry to put the Charge to the Publick Account. 

S'. Excufe my Entertaining you with this Melancholy 
Difcourfe I have alwayes faid that the Lofs of Albany 
would be yet the fbreft Blow to this part of Our Englifh 
America, As it's a Nationall Concern, fo the Charge of 
defending that place ought to be fupported from all the 
Provinces and Collonies proporCofiably But inafmuch as 
they are all Independant and Separate Governm 1 . 1 they will 
not contribute to this publick Defence. 

It is true Virginia and Maryland 425 have lately Ordered

Between the letters of 2d November, and 3d December, 
1693, there was a long one dated from James Town later in 
November, of which only fragments remain. They relate 
to the death of Copley and Blakifton, to the mjfcondudt of 
various collectors, and Randolph's own complaints as to the 
fmallnefs of his income, as compared with that of Patrick 
Mein who received ^365 a year, while Chidley Brooke's 
place was faid to be worth ,£700. He appeals to Chaplin 
and Sherwood to fupport his account of his fervices. There 
are further references to the new College, and to their Ma- 
jeures' bounty towards it. Chilton is (apparently) referred to 
as having " left this country to fettle in England." Ran* 
dolph is fending home two panthers' fkins and fome fruit 
" which I gathered off a great Tree." There is no formal 
addrefs, but a fimple endorfement "to the Hon b !* Mr 
Blathwayt" 

There are alfo in the letter, allufions to the difficulties 
caufed by Andros's lavifh gifts out of the Maryland treafury, 

but 
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but fo fragmentary as to afford little information. Similarly, 
a reference to the fale of tobacco in Bofton lacks explanation, 
the context being deflroyed. Laftly, Randolph's friend 
Graham appears to be recommended for the office held by 
Blackifton.

York (in the very Center of Trade and bufinefs) all is Ex-

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fecured but by a great charge or very Regular Government. 

5. That the Province of Eaft Jerfey be annexed to his 
Majefties Government in the Province of New York as it 
hath been formerly and in like Manner the Colony of Con- 
eclicut, for this would wholy prevent the Great Importation 
of European Goods too freq'ly made even by Countenance 
of thofe two Colonys. 

6. That the Colonies of Rhode Ifland now under no regular 
Government be as formerly joy ned to his Majeftys Government 
in the Province of the Maffachufetts Bay in New England. 

7. That no Projection Planter or other perfon whatfoever, 
prefume to alien or Tranffer any Ifland Plantation &c Toany 
Scotch Agent Factor or other Forreigner whatfoever under 
the Penalty of high Treafon, the whole Tract from 32 to 44 
being his Majefties Dominion and anexed to the Crown of 
England. 

But for afmuch a[s] Severall of the Plantations here under 
mentioned, have Proprietors and Owners by Lett? Pattents 
& fome fmall Colonys are Eftablifhed by Charters where the 
perfons concerned may not apprehend the danger that is 
threatned by the new Law in Scottd and So refufe to Con- 
forme to what in that Confideration only is hereby humbly 
propofed, as to the annexing of Governments, yet in point of 
Securing to England all the benefitts of the Plantation 
Trade, To which by Law they Stand bound, I think where 
any Shall refufe in this time of danger to accept his Majefties 
Government — They fhould be obliged both to accept and 
Mainteyn Such Officers as may be needfull to preferve the 
Trade to England and the Deputys to his Majefty.

A Difcourfe how to render the Plantations more benefi- 
ciall & Advantageous to this Kingdom. There being great 
number Pine and Cyprus Trees Growing in the Colonies & 
Provinces upon the Continent of America, nigh Navigable 

Rivers 
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Rivers fitt for Yards and Bowfpritts of the largeft Dimen- 
tions, and Oaken Timber for Planks and Building Ships &c 
alfo, that Pitch Tarr Rozin Hemp and Flax, are already 
made and Growe there, And that the Materialls for making 
Salt Petre are found there in great Plenty, & may be brought 
from thence to England. 

The Wealth and Security of this Kingdome has all along 
depend'ed upon the Trade and Navigation thereof, But the 
Marts and Tymber for Building Shipps, as alfo all other 
Navall Stores of Pitch Tarr, Rozin, Hemp Flax and Salt 
Petre, being, (through a long confumption) become very 
deare and Scarce Comodities, are not to be had from the 
Neighbouring Countryes but at Exceffive Rates and Prices, 
and that in times of Peace with thofe Kingdomes only, So 
that upon Suddain Rupture eithe with Sweden or Den- 
marke England is Debarred of that Trade, And her Navi- 
gation in danger to be loft unlefs fupplyed with thofe 
Comodities from France or Holland but not without Dif- 
ficulty, and alwayes upon Rates proportionable to her Necef- 
fity and want thereof. 

Our prefent Trade and Comerce with the Swede and Dane, 
makes greatly for their advantage. Our Merchants and 
Factors Bought formerly in thofe Countreys, Malts, Ship- 
Tymber & other Navall Stores at eafie Rates in Barter & 
Exchange, for Our coarfe, Ordinary Englifh Manufacture 
only. But they have of late years Sett the Dice upon us, & 
oblige us to pay above two thirds in ready money, for thofe 
Comodites at much higher prices, but not nigh fo good in 
Quality as formerly; Which unavoidably Draines England 

Yearly, 
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Yearly, of Vaft Sumes of ready money. Neither is our 
Trade to the Eaft Indies, (from whence the greateft part of 
Our Salt Petre is brought) fo well Secured, but it may be 
unexpectedly Engrofied by Our Neighbours, and we muft 
then depend on them to fupply us with Salt Petre as now 
with Spice ; etc. 

Wherefore for Preventing thefe Growing mifcheifs of fuch 
dangerous confequence to this Kingdome Itt is humbly pro- 
pofed That England may in a little time be Plentifully Sup- 
plyed, w'f Mails Ship Tymber, Oaken Plank, Pitch Tarr 
Rozin Hemp Flax and Salt Petre from her own Colonies 
and Provinces in America, and Iflands Adjacent. 



i? Trees. Fitt for Mails &c Grow in great Plenty in the 
Provinces of New Hampfhire and in New England, but till 
of late very much deflroyed by Saw Mills and Canoe Makers 
many great Marts are yearly fetcht from thence, but now 
not many fuch Trees are to be found in either Province 
nigh the Water, And therefore more chargeable to Carry 
them 7 or 8 miles by Land and afterwards Floated to the 
Ships; Infomuch, that in a little time neceffity will force us 
to make Marts of Cyprefs Trees, Which are very large, and 
in great Plenty nigh Navigable Rivers, As, in Virginia, at 
Chicahomini, in James River, at Weft Point and other 
Places in York River and Rappahafiack and alfo in feverall 
Rivers in North Carolina. 

Att Kennebeck River above 50 miles Northward from Paf- 
cataqua River (the only River from whence the Great Marts 
are brought) are abundance of very large Fir Trees fitt for 
Marts, and at Abigaduflitt (ten miles from the mouth of it) 
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is a Place for a Saw Mill, and fuch Plenty of Pine and Firr, 
enough to Load 40 or 50 Veffells yearly, with Marts Boards 
Plank &c. On Beare Ifland likewife, lying North E and 
not farr from Kennebeck are large Firr Trees fit for Mails, 
But the Indians Supported by the French, Did in the year 
1689 Drive the Englifh out of Kennebeck, and Places 
Inhabited and Fortified more Northerly; Demolifhed and 
Burnt all the New Forts Built by S'. Edmund Andros, 
and detlroyed or made Prifoners of the greateft Number 
of the Inhabitants in the Province of Main, and fince 
deftroyed the Town of Dover & many of the People in the 
Province of New Hampfhire, So that the River Pafcataqua, 
where the Few Mafts remaining in thofe 2 Provinces, 
can be Shipped off, is the only Place to depend on for 
great Mafts of Firr at this time, from thofe Northern parts 
of America. 

2 Timber & t For Building Ships ; There is Growing upon 
Plank j every Navigable River and Creek from Pem- 
maquid in New England Northward, to the Southern parts 
of Virginia (above 700 miles in length) vaft, very Vaft 
Quantities of Oaken Tymber, both Streight and Compas, 
with convenient Places, and depths of Water to Build Ships : 
So that 60 Saile of Good Ships from 200 to 500 Tuns and 
upwards may yearly be built in thofe Colonies at one third 
lefs charge than in England . as at Pafcataqua (where the 
Faulckland Frigatt about 700 Tunns, was Built 3 or 4 years 
agoe). And at Salifbury, Salem, Bolton, Charles Towne, 
Hingham Road Ifland, New Briftoll, New London, in New 
England As alfo at Mamaranack River, 12 miles to the 

Southward 
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Southward from New York, and in the Provinces of Penfil- 
vania, Maryland, and Virginia. 

3. Pitch & Tarr. Great Quantities of Pitch and Tarr, are 
made already at feverall places, as in the Colonies of New 
Plymouth and Conneclicott in New England, w 1 . 11 Serves not 
only that Country, but fome hundred Barrells are yearly 
Sent to the Weft fndies, There are likewife feverall Iflands 
nigh the Eaftern Shoar of Chefepeak Bay, & alfo on the 
Main Land innumerable numbers of Trees to make Pitch 
and Tarr of, the Inhabitants make thefe, for their own occa- 
fions, but on the feverall Branches of Elizabeth River in Vir- 
ginia, Pitch and Tarr are fome of their Staple Comodities, 
and more would everywhere be made, if there were a good 
Markett for it. 



4. Rozin. There may Enough be made in thofe Colonies, 
to fupply England & her Neighbours. About 4 years agoe, 
fome French Proteftants made Rofin, not farr from Bofton, 
at their own Plantacons and Shipped 2 Tunns to Try the 
Markett in England, It was approved of, to be as good, as 
any ever brought from France, but the charge for Neceffaries 
to begin the Work, and the High Freight this Warr time; 
Made them lofers, and Stopped their further undertakeings. 

5 Hemp & Flax Grow very kindly, very large, and very 
plentifully in all the Plantations, & fome Colonies, have 
Lawes Obligeing them to Sow yearly a Quantity of Hemp 
and Flax Seed, according to the Number of their Servants; 
They have in Road Ifland, more than they have ufe for, & 
vol. vn.— 10 Sell 
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Sell it to their Neighbours. I have Seen as good Bright 
Dreffed Flax, brought from thence to Bofton, as I have feen 
in England, they ufe their Hemp for Linnen and Cordage, 
but Sow not much for want of Servants. 

6. Salt Petre Some Sorts of the Materialls for making Salt 
Petre are found almoft everywhere, in his Ma'.' Weft India 
Colonies, Iflands, and Plantations, the Rocks nigh the Shoar 
in fome parts of New England are Covered very thick with 
the Dung of Sea Fowles, And in the Woods where Wild 
Pidgeons, take their conftant Stand not far from Plantations, 
the Ground is 3 or 4 Foot thick of their Dung, as alfo the 
Floors of Old Tobacco houfes in Virginia and Maryland, 
the Earth likewife on the Banck fides of fome of the Great 
Rivers in Virginia above 60 miles from the Salt Water, is 
naturally very Salt Infomuch That tis Furrowed very deep 
in fome Places by the Tongues of Wild Beafts, Which come 
Constantly to Lick it ; About ten or twelve years agoe D- 
Daniell Cox, (then one of the Proprietors of Weft Jerfey, 
fent Cap! D'Broy a Frenchman to make Salt Petre in that 
Province, he made Some, But the D? Agent failing to Sup- 
ply d'Broy with money he left off, and the Work was Ruined ; 
He told me there were Plenty of Materialls, in thofe Coun- 
tryes and defired me to Recomend him to Sf Edmund Andros 
to be Employed, to make Salt Petre, but falling into a Trade 
with the Indians for Furrs, he is now Setled on the South- 
erne Shoar of Delaware Bay. 



There are Iflands to the Eaftward of Cape Florida called 
the Bahama Iflands in the Pofleflion of the Subjects of the 

Crowne 
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Crowne of England, which have Salt enough to Supply Eng- 
land ; I Do not Queftion but if fome Sober Well Experi- 
enced Perfons, were Employed in the Search they would 
find materialls from whence Salt Petre is produced, in a 
great many places. 'Tis NeceiTary That the Great Tymber 
fitt for his Ma fi " Service upon Navigable Rivers in all the 
Colonies & Provinces of Virginia Maryland &c be preferved 
from Waft.

The following difcours Humbly Reprefents 
1. The great difcouragment the planters in Virginia lye 

under, 
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under, and the lofs occafiond therby to his Majefty in his 
cuftomes on Tobacco. 

2. The Methods effectually, to Remedy and prevent thofe 
growing Mifchiefs for the future. 

3. The certain advantage which will arife therupon to his 
Majefty & the planters of Tobacco in that Colony. 

It is the Intereft, and has bin the great care of this 
Governm! to preferve their trade to the plantations, intirely 
to themfelves, and to that end, divers Acts of Parliament 
are made, with Severe penalties upon the violaters therof, 
but no care hath hitherto bin taken, to increas & encourage 
the Number of planters of Tobacco in Virginia, nor hath it 
at any time bin inquird into, whence it comes to pafs, that, 
That colony (the firft Englifh Settlement upon the continent 
of America, begun above Eighty Years agoe) is not better 
Inhabited, confidering what vaft Numbers of Servants & 
others, have yearly bin tranfported thither. Some have 
imputed it to the unhealthinefs of the place, others, That 
Tobacco being the only Staple comodity in the country, 
yields them little (all charges deducted) when 'tis brought 
to England. But the chief & only Reafon, is, The Inhabi- 
tents & Planters have bin, and at this time are difcouraged 
& hindred from planting Tobacco in that Colony, and 
Servants are not So willing to goe there, as formerly, be- 
caufe the Members of the Councill & others who make an 
Intereft in the Governm! have from time to time procurd 
grants of very large Tracts of land, So that ther has not 
for many years bin any wafte land to be taken up, by thofe 
who bring with them Servants, or by Such Servants, who 
have Servd their time faithfully with their Matters, but it is 

taken 
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taken up & ingrofd before hand, wherby, they are forcd to 
hyer & pay a yearly Rent for Som of thofe lands, or goe 
to the Utmoft bounds of the Colony for land, expofd to 
danger, & often times proves the Occafion of Warr with 
the Indians. 

The manner of taking up land in Virginia, is, Evry 
Adventurer or planter, has upon his Arrivall, a Right to 
fifty Acres of land in the Colony: If he intends to take up 
any, he is firfl to make Oath before the Govern! or Councill, 
or att a County Court, of the Number of perfons he imports, 
and they of cours, grant him a certificate therupon, which 
is enterd in the Secretarys Office, and is then produc'd by 
him, to the Surveyor of the County where the land lies 
wafte. He makes a Survey, allowing 50 Acres, according 
to the Number of his Rights (perfons Imported) which with 
the Rights, is carryd to the Secretarys Office, on which a 
patent is made and Sign'd by the Govern! in Councill, who 
caufes the Seale of the Colony, to be affixd to it, which 
gives the claimer an Eftate in Fee Simple, but upon the 
following conditions. 

1. To pay the King Yearly, one Shilling for evry 50 Acres 
of land, but they never pay one penny of Quitrent for it, by 
which in Striclncfs of Law, their Land is forfeited. 

2. They are to Seat Such land within three years, other- 
wife tis deferted ; by Seating land is meant, that they build 
an hous upon it, and keep a good Stock of hogs & cattle & 
Servants to take care of them, and to improve & plant the 
land : But inftead, therof, they cut down a few trees & make 
therwith a little Hut, covering it with the bark & turn two 
or three hogs into the woods by it : Or elfe they are to clear 
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one Acre of that land, and to plant & tend it one year : 
But they fell twenty or thirty trees, and put a little Indian 
Corn in the ground among them as they lye, and Some- 
times make a begining to fence it, but take no care of 
their Crop, nor make any further ufe of their land. 
3. If fuch land lye farr up in the Country upon the 
frontiers, they are Injoynd by a Law of the Country, 
to keep 4 able men, well Arm'd, but that Law is never 
obfervd. 

By thefe Grants being procurd upon Such eafy terms, and 
very often upon falce Certificates of Rights, many hold 
twenty or thirty thoufand Acres of land a piece very largely 
furveyd without paying one penny Quitrent for it : In 
many pattents, there is double the quantity of land, their 
pattent exprefies, wherby, Some hundred thoufand Acres 
of land, are taken up, but not planted; which drives away 
the Inhabitants & Servants, brought up only to planting, to 
Seek their fortunes in Carolina and other places, which de- 
populates the Country, and hinders the making many thou- 
fand hoglhed of Tobacco, to the great diminution of his 
Majefties Revenue upon that Comodity. 

For prefent Remedy, wherof, 'T is humbly propofd 

1. That a Survey be forthwith Orderd to be made of 
Such lands, in evry County of Virginia. 

2. That a Demand be made of the full of all the Arrears 
of the Quit rents due for thofe lands, and that the claimers 
therof be competd by Law to pay them. The SherrifT of 
King & Queens County, about 4 years Since, made a Return, 
that there were 38000 Acres of land in his County, taken 
up by patent, for which he coud receive no Quit rents, there 

being 
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being nothing on the land to diftrein, and the perfons who 
claimd the Same, livd in other Counties. 
3. That Strict Orders be given, that Grants hereafter 
Shall be made upon more certain terms, and not above five 
hundred Acres, to be granted to one man, Such Reftridtion 
being att this time very requifite, becaus, in Some parts of 
the Country, where the Indians Inhabited (as Pomunkey** 
Neck & the South Side of James River) thofe lands were 
Severall years forbidden, to be taken up; but the Indians 
being reducd to Small Numbers, the BurgefTes of the 
AfTembly, have addreffd the Govern? to grant away thofe 
lands: His Majefly hath bin pleafd to grant 20000 Acres of 
thofe lands, to the College in Virginia, 416 w 1 ! 1 will foon be Set- 
tled & planted, if great quantities are not all ready granted 
away, to Severall perfons who have long aimd at it, tho they 
have Some thoufand Acres of land, more than they know 
what to doe with. 

The Advantages, which upon a due Regulation of thefe 
evill practices will arife to his Majefty & y' Inhabitents & 
plant? in Virginia, are 

1. The compelling the Claimers of Such vaft Traces of 
land, to pay their Arrears of Quitrents, will raife a great 
Sum of mony, or otherwife, upon their refufall, Some hun- 
dred thoufand Acres of unimprovd land, will Revert to the 

Crown,

Reform them, by Suing Some of the Chiefe Claimcrs of 
Such lands, for the Arrears of their Quitrents; but finding 
that the Members of the Council!, and many of the hous of 
Burgefles, with others were concernd, being uncertaine of 
his continuing in the Government, Orderd to begin with 
one Lawrence Smyth, who was Seiz'd of many thoufand 
Acres of land in Severall Counties, and was Indebted for 
the Arrears of Quitrents, for one particular Tract of land, 
Eighty pounds, which, after the caus was ripe for Judgment, 
was compounded for, att lefs than halfe the Sum.

On thefe terms I 
folicited and received them and without it would not have 
made my two years' expedition to America, the reft being 
very imperfect, if not impracticable, without their addition ;

2. It is time that what Tobacco grows with us is made 
there, but amounts not to, one year with another, above 600 
or 700 hogfheads, which is but loading for a fhip of ordi- 
nary bulk. 

3. If Tobacco be carried from Maryland to our fide in fraud 
to the King, Edw. Randall ought to anfwer for that for dif- 
fering it, and if he can't, how can I ? The crime lies on the 
fide of Maryland, where he chiefly refides ; and there it is 
fuch practices fhould be flopped, and not that we fhould 
fuffer for their neglects. 

4. When it is on our fide there is a Navall officer of his 
own appointment, and has been long, who ought to anfwer 
for it. For it were very hard that we fhould be fecurity for 
officers of his putting in. 

5. There is not any place upon both the bays where there 
is fo little and fo ill tobacco made as at and near the rivers of 
Bohemia and Opaquimany. Befides, the water carriage is fo 
much cheaper on Maryland fide, and the conveyance fafer for 
fuch practices that Edward Randall confefles 27 fail of ftiips 
have tranfgreffed from Maryland, which he calls a Kings' 
government and is more immediately under his own infpec- 
tion for 9 fail that went from our parts : and if true, I dare 
affirm did not carry more tobacco than two of thofe from 
Maryland. 

6. As there is but one way alleged by E. Randall that any 
fraud can be committed, viz. from Bohemia river to Opaqui- 
many on our fide, fo let it be confidered that thofe bulky 
hogfheads muft be brought 8 or 10 miles over land in that 

only 
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only way, which I never heard was attempted but once and 
then difcovered. Nor can there be any advantage propofed 
in doing of it, fince one halfpenny per pound is all they can 
promife themfelves for thefe following rifks : firft, the charge 
of land carriage ; fecondly the hazard of being taken ; thirdly 
the rarity and difficulty of freight on our fide, being oft- 
times fix months without fhipping: fourthly for the conven- 
ience of fhipping, that makes our freight much dearer than 
from Maryland which ofttimes obliges us to fend our growth 
to Virginia; laflly we have no convoys, which fleets from 
Maryland and Virginia feldom go without. 

For conclufion in anfwer to his Charge relating to the 
lower counties, we have made a law to prohibit the importa- 
tion of tobacco into our Province upon the forfeiture of 
the whole, unlefs it pay the penny per pound to the King, 
according to the Acts of Navigation, which are carefully 
obferved in that Province, which is made what it is by the 
eftates and induflry of a fober honeft people, and not by any 
indirect ways as he bafely fuggefts.

The Eaft India Company in Scotland have the following

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although they forbid all other Scots than thofe of their 
own Company to touch on any Plantation which they fhall 
acquire, on pain of confifcation, yet they allow all fuch 
Scots to trade in Tobacco and Sugar elfewhere (that is to 
fay amongft the Englifh) they paying for what they fo bring 
home fuch duties as are eilablifhed in Scotland : by all which 
it may be prefumed how they project to let themfelves into 
the Trade of his Majefty's Plantations, and it is probable 
they meditate either the purchafing a fettlement in Weft

But in regard there is likewife no penalty upon thofe who 
fhall refufe to make fuch nomination, and that after his 
Majefty has approved of fuch perfon fo nominated to be the 
Governor, there being no power inverted in his Majefty by 
the faid Act either to remove fuch Governor for mifdemean- 
our or to appoint another in his ftead in cafe the Proprietor 
neglect to nominate one it is then to be feared fuch Gov- 
ernors, being under no check, will exerctfe an arbitrary power 
and promote the intereft of their Proprietors and inhabitants 
by being favourable to the Scotch trade (as formerly). Be- 
fides, this laft claufe, chiefly intended for fuppreffing the 
Scotch trade in the Plantations does not (as I humbly con- 
ceive) anfwer the propofed end, for there is a great uncer- 
tainty in it, in regard the Proprietors are altered and changed 
upon every fale (as thofe of the Jerfeys) having by the faid 
Act liberty to fell and difpofe of their lands at their pleafure ; 
and although fome of the Proprietors are noblemen and per- 
fons of honour (Mr Penn aforefaid pretending ever to be 
very zealous for the intereft of the prefent Government) yet 
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it is not known how foon both his and the other proprieties 
may fall into the hands of perfons lefs regarding the intereft 
and advantage of the Crown. 

The feveral Proprieties are extended above a thoufand 
miles upon the Continent of America. The Scots have a 
long time tafted the fweetnefs of the Trade to our Planta- 
tions, they paying no duties to his Majefty for the goods 
they import to the Plantations nor for the Tobacco they 
carry from thence to Scotland diredtiy, fo that they can 
thereby fell their goods at far cheaper rates and give a better 
price to the inhabitants for their tobacco than the Englifh 
merchants can do which is not to be prevented but by a 
claufe to inveft the dominion of all thofe proprieties in his 
Majefty in like manner as are the Governments of Virginia 
Maryland and Barbadoes . which will in no wife invade or 
difturb the property the owners and inhabitants have to the 
foil, and all the profits and advantages arifing from it, but

1 Men, Amunition 
and Provition from Charles Towne ; But, if (in time of Warr 
with France) S| Auguft" bee in their hands, that Place will 
prove fatall to Us; for the Harbour is large and will con- 
taine a great many Shipps of Force, and lying at the En- 
trance of the Bay of Mexicoe, They will take all Veffels 
goeing out or in and Cutt of the Trade between his Majef- 
ties' Plantations on the continent and thofe in the Weft In- 
dies, befides that Country has great Plenty of Provitions. 

Now from what I have faid 1 crave Leave Humbly to 
Propofe, That in as much as S\ Auguft? lyes above a League 
within the Southerne Bounds of Carrolina Patent, and the 
Spaniards have made no reparation for the Damage lately 
done his Maj? Subjects in Carrolina (altho' often De- 
manded) nor are in a Condition to Defend themfelves 
againft the French . That his Majeftie will pleafe to fend 
to Carrolina upon the Outward bound Virginia Shipps 3 or 
400 Soldiers under the Conduct of a Prudent Commander 
w 1 ? Power to Claime and enter upon S| Auguft?, and Keep 
the Poflefion for Reprifalls, untill the Spaniards make full 
Sattiffaction for the Damages &cf, Or, if that Propofall bee 
rejected and if it bee concluded betweene the Two Crowns 
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at Home, Thofe Soldiers would bee alwayes ready to Aflift 
the Spaniards, or (which is moll nefceflary) to defend Carro- 
lina from any Invafion, That being the only Fronteire again ft 
Spaniards and French. I Know the Lords Propriators will 
oppofe fending Soldiers thither, being of S? Peter Collitons' 
Opinion (formerly one of them) That Nature had fecured 
their Province (by a Bar'd Harbour againft Invafion, But 
neither He nor any of their Lordfti?, then Knew anything 
of the Inland Paflage, by w ? 1 at once a 1000 Men may goe 
in Periaugers w* Bagg and Baggage from Charles Towne 
to S? Auguft? and not bee Stopt by the way nor difcovered 
till they are land? and intrenched if needfull.

Their Mufketts being Match Locks and altogether Ignorant 
of Martiall Difcipline, They fare very ordinarily, The Cheif 
of their food being Indian Corne beaten and Boyled which 
they call Gatche but att fome times they haue fupply from 
the Appalatcha (70 odd Leagues diftant to y° Weftward of 
S! Auguftine) which affords great plenty of Indian Corn 
Tobacco Swines flefh, Beeff & Skins There is a Garrifon 
confiding of 30 Men or thereabouts As alfo feverall Francif- 
can Fryers who officiate their Ecclefiafticall Function in the 
Severall Indian Towns. 

There is alfo to the Weftward a River called Panfacola 
which is Lately inhabited or fetled by the Spaniards But to 
no Effefl, for the Indians thereof are fled to another River 
to the Northweft of that, which is Reported to be fetled 
by the Englifh.

Command! of the 
Sun[/zc] Prize : I wrote alfo to Mr Secry Vernon by him, but 
know not wheither this prefent Gon[ M' Day has not fo in- 
fluenced him as as to throw them over Board for in the lit- 
tle tyme I have been here I find he flicks at nothing: he has 
turnd' out two of the members of y" Councill appointed by 
his Ma™ Commiflion: Cap! Charles Walker & Coll An- 
thony White: men of good eftates and reputation: he has 
likewife turnd' out of the Councill Cap! Thomas Hartford, 
the man you were pleafed to favour with earring him to y' 
late K: James: about y e Copper Guns he tooke vp at the 
Wreck: at his firft arrivall vpon y\ Hon? recommendation. 
he made M' Richard Stafford cheife Judge of the Iflands:

Drafts of my letters to y T . Lordf*? 6 he treated me with 
worfe then Billingfgate Language for giuing an account to 
y T . LordP*? 8 wherein I wrote nothing butt matter of fa<5t & 
what can be proved by y e whole body of the Inhabitants; 
when the Tryall is, but he fitts in Court & has So over 

awed 
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awed y* Poeple that they dare not fpeak truth. I received a 
paper laft night, of which y° inclofed is a Copy: I find 
thereby he intends to profecute me as a Criminall for writing 
truth, to y'. Lordfp?" he has threatned to ruine me by Impris- 
onment & all other rigorous wayes, and (as I formerly 
wrote) turnd the cheife men out of his Councill & furnifhcd 
himfelfe with others for his turn ; & has made his Navall 
Officer to be his Collector.

As to What relates to W. Trott late Collector I fhall not 
Say much In regard hee is Dead, Only this, That in refpect 
hee was deputed by the Comiffioners to that Office I reflored 
him to the Execution of the fame upon my Arrival here, In 
which Office hee continued to his death.

day to keep her aboue water ; till our landing, then bringing 
her vpon the Carden wee found about 14 inches of a found 
Ceder plank droue in & So Shattred by that Stroke vpon 
the Rocks, That twas Gods Great mercy wee were not all 
loft. 

I am I thank God in health, but not recovered of the 
lamenes I got in Goal at Bermuda from whence, as alfo via 

Barbados 
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Barbados I humbly tranfmitted feverall depofitions & papers 
in anfwear to y! Lordf p P" Commands received in December 
paft. I landed the 10 inftant & finding M' Read Elding 
(tho' illegally got) actually in the poffeffion of the Gora! 
the next day (after fome debate had with him) I adminiftxed 
to him the Oath purfuant to the Aft for preventing frauds 
etc; Tho Severall objections were at that tyme made to ye 
Contrary, viz. That he affumed ye Gom! by vertue of an 
illegall Commiffion Clandeftinely obtained from Webb, Copy 
where of N" i is enclofed, being alfo Contrary to the Lords 
Proprietors Inftructions which direct the Method of appoint- 
ing another Gon: in cafe of the death or departure of y" 
prefent . N" 2 befides Webb went away on a Suddaine to 
phyladelphia, not hauing firft advifed with the Councill nor 
had the confent of any One of them about his appointing 
Elding his deputy, which was not known to any of them till 
Webb was vnder Sayle. So that y e Gom! is of Right inverted 
in Ml Richard Peterfon a lords Deputy & the firft in 
Councill : but they finding y° Inhabitants devided & ready

But the cheife thing before I gaue the Oath that I fcrupled 
at, was, That Elding vnder pretence of a Commiffion to him 
from Webb to apprehend pyrats etc : N° 3 chafed a Brigan- 
teen belonging to Bofton John Edwards M' & pyratically 
feized her & her loading (as by y e M? Depofition N° 4 
appeares) Webb Elding & y e others to whom he had given 
the like Commiffions fhared y e money they found aboard. 

Elding does not onely braue it out vpon the Commiffion

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Webb gaue him to be L! Gon! but Supports himfelf in y° 
lawfulnes of y* other Commiflion N° 3 to take pyrates, but 
Setts a very high value vpon his Services by the accidentall 
Seizing Hind y° pyrate & afterwards Executing 6 of his 
accomplicyes. Hind & 4 of his men were Surprized vpon an 
Ifland 10 or 12 leagues from hence by a Bermuda man, the 
30 others were taken by chance & executed alfo, but One of 
the foure hauing nothing proved ag! him was difchargd & 
fent by Elding to Cutt Logwood at Campeach run away

Hee a day or two ago caned M' Gower a Lords Deputy 
mofl feverely & keeps him in prifon for queftioning his 
power to appoint a Judge to try ye Pyrates a thing 
questioned by all the Lords Deputyes. their Lordf 1 ^ at 
home are very Carelefle & ignorant of their Own Intereft & 
of the Good of the Inhabitants, tho many Complaints vpon 
iuft grounds are made to their Lordf p ? s humbly praying 
Reliefe yet they take no Notice of it: nor of the mofl; 
arbitrary Gom!' of Trott & Webb, neither of the late action 
done by Elding ag? Edwards, which they had notice of {as 
by a Copy of their Lordf p !" letter to Webb N° 5 appeares) 
where in they difcourfe him very indifferently vpon that

Their Lordf^ haue likewife 
granted away the Royalty of the whale fifhing & a great 
part of the Ifland of Abbico to One Dudgeon (lately Secfy 
& Marfhall of Bermuda, a Sort of Stockjobber) for 30 yeares 
as appears vpon Record here, Neither do they regard into 
whofe hands the Gom! of thefe Iflands Comes. I am well 
informed that for more then 7 yeares laft part Seldome lefle 
then 4 known pyrates haue been of y e Councill 

I brought heither Commiffions to perfons vpon the place 
to be Officers in the Court of Admiralty here, but all of 
them (except Ellis Lightwood the intended Judge) are 
either dead or removed, I find him an ill man & was a bufy 
promoter of oppreflion in Trotts & Webbs tyme, as appears 
by the Records of y* Courts in which he was Judge : befides 
he is the Onely Security for Bridgman alias Everys appearing 
here when demanded, in one bond of 1000? & alfo for 
10 or 12 of his Company in a like bond of 1000* for Each 
of their appearance : So that I haue Sufpended the delivery 
of the CommifTion to him for that reafon. Tis expected 
that Orders will be directed to Some perfons here to putt 
thofe bonds in Suite (twill deterr others) the Securityes haue 
gott a great deal of money : I know no man So fitt for that 
Service as M'. Thomas Walker : as to M' Warren the At- 
turney Gen 1 ! he is Security alfo for Some of Everys men. 
Parker One of that Gang is married to Eldings Own Sifter, 
now in town. His Mai' will haue little Juftice done him 
by Elding & others of his party who bear all the Sway 
here. Webb was directed & proved an apt Scholler vnder 
Trotts difcipline & advife Elding writes after his Copy & 

Expects 
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Expects to be made y* Gon? by which appears the deplorable 
& miferable Conditions the poor afflicted Inhabitants haue 
lived in from the tyme of their refettlement after they were 
droue off & deftroyed in y e yeare 1680 by the Spanniards 
who watch an opportunity to do the like againe. The Lords 
proprietors laid out money & fent ouer a few arms with Some 
ammunition to the value of 36 od money fieri, towards the 
defence of ye Country, after all their charg their fort is not 
ferviceable, certainely the Inhabitants will either defert the 
place or Submit to any foraine power that will protect them. 

The Intereft & the affaires here between the Lords & the 
Inhabitants are So different & diffracted that it will require 
a long tyme to bring them to a Right vnderftanding, from 
the ConCderation whereof, I humbly propofe that his Ma'i° 
will pleafe to require Read Elding to anfwearin England for 
his pyracy ag! Edwards, and further that in the mean 
tyme till there be a Compleat fettlement in this & all other 
the proprietyes, that his Ma tie be pleafed to direct his Com- 
miffion to Thomas Walker Efq'. an ingenuous man, One of 
the Lords Deputyes to be the prefident, & to Richard Peterfon 
a Deputy, Ifaac Rufh Richard Tollefero Thomas Williams 
Martin Cook Samuell Frith Perient Trott Jeremiah Wells & 
John Bethell Gent : to be the Couneill & to take vpon 
them the adminftration of the Gom! of thefe Iflands (being 
all of them Settled Inhabitants) during his Ma' ! " pleafure or 
otherwife as his Ma' ic mall pleafe to direct. 

I haue the promife of an Exact draft of thefe Iflands & of 
the Fort & the Harbour of this town, but being prefently 
bound to Carolina in my return to Bermuda, I haue recom- 
mended the care thereof to M' Walker who will make it his

a Compleat narrative thereof to yf Lordf**-

This humbly reprefents that haueing Seen Severall of the 
Bahama Iflands in my Paflage from Providence, I landed 
here the io" 1 Inft. I left thofe Iflands in a Very Unfetled 
Condition the Lords Prop? being wholly unacquainted with 
their true Intereft & benefitt being actuated p M^ Amy & 
M'. Thornton ther cheif Managers. 

That vaft Territory lyes unimproved which if under his 
Maj" Goverm! & directions would bring in a Vaft yearly 
revenue to the Crown : You may pleafe to remember in my 
Generall difcours — which I humbly prefented to y' Board a 
little before my leaving England that I fhewed the defign 
of the Govern™ of thefe Iflands (who goe over worth little 
or nothing) was to defraud his Maj 1 ? of his Dutyes & the 
Lords Propriet™ of their Perquifites and to Enrich them- 
felves by all unjuft Practices. I mentioned M! Trott as 
Cheif, all which & a great deal more I foon found veryfyed 
of him. The Inhabitants are petitioning to be freed from 
the arbitary Goverm! of the Lords & their agents. 

M! Trott has marryed M; Amy's Daughter, their Lordfp' 
by Mr Amy's Perfwafion haue fold M r Trott Hogg Ifland 
which makes Providence Harbour for ^50: to the ruine of 
the Inhabitants in the Town of Providence Ifland. 

I find in this Province their Lordpl by mifinformacon 
have at leaft made choice of very Naughty menn to be their 
Dep'F and cheif in the adminirtracon and to the great dif- 
couragem! of this moft thriving Settlement in thefe parts 
of America, And indeed how can it be Otherwife when they 
give Creditt to none but thofe that defraud & delude them.

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There are many Pyratts in the Gulph of Florida, three 
Mafters belonging to Bermuda are here, who had their 
Vefiells taken by them, I narrowly Efcaped One that day I 
arrived here, the Spaniards encourage them, the Frygatts 
lye in Harbour, and all Trade will in a little time to thefe 
parts of the World be deftroyd thereby. 

I haue many things of moment to reprefent to the Lords 
but haue not Opportunity, neither am able to Sett to write- 
ing being lame in my Left knee with lying the whole time 
upon the Deck, the fateagues & hardfp' I Suffer for want 
of a Frygott are not to be told, I onely Endure them, I am 
Endeavouring to gett to Bermuda, where I expect to receive 
Letters from England, and afterwards to looke into that 
Place called a Proprietary Goverm! in North Carolina. 

I Entreat the favour of you to prefent my Moft humble

get Eftates: But Since the Orange Trees are blafted and their 
Ground Barren and Over Run in many places . with very 
Small Infects (which they Call Ants) they cannot Raife Indian 
Corn and proviffions Sufficient for their ufe but are forced 
to fetch it from Carolina & the Northern plantations and 
now they Make but Little Tobacco: So that they haue no 
Staple Comodity Growing upon their Iflands they Some 
Years Carry Fifh, Onions, and Cabages of which they haue 
great quantities and Sometimes Oyle to Barbabos and the 
Leward Iflands.

AN ACT TO INCORPORATE THE PRINCE SOCIETY. 



Be it enafted by the Senate and Houfe of Reprefentatives, in General Court 
ajfemblea\ and by the authority of the fame, as follows: 

Section i. John Ward Dean, J. Wingate Thornton, Edmund F. Slafter, 
and Charles W. Tuttle, their afibciates and fucceflbrs, are made a corporation 
by the name of the Prince Society, for the purpofe of preferving and extending 
the knowledge of American Hiftory, by editing and printing fuch manufcripts, 
rare tracls, and volumes as are moftly confined in their ufe to hiftorical ftudents 
and public libraries. 

Section 2. Said corporation may hold real and perfonal eftate to an amount 
not exceeding thirty thoufand dollars. 

Section 3. This aft (hall take effeft upon its pafiage. 

Approved March 18, 1874. 



Note. — The Prince Society was organized on the 25th of May, 1858. 
What was undertaken as an experiment has proved fuccefsful. This Act op 
Incorporation has been obtained to enable the Society better to fulfil its 
object, in its expanding growth. 



THE PRINCE SOCIETY. 



CONSTITUTION. 

Article I. — This Society fhall be called The Prince Society; 
and it fhall have for its objecr the publication of rare works, in 
print or manufcript, relating to America. 

Article II. — The officers of the Society fhall be a Prefident, 
four Vice-Prefidents, a Corref ponding Secretary, a Recording 
Secretary, and a Treafurer ; who together fhall form the Council 
of the Society. 

Article III. — Members may be added to the Society on the 
recommendation of any member and a confirmatory vote of a 
majority of the Council. 

Libraries and other Infiitutions may hold memberfhip, and be 
reprefented by an authorized agent. 

All members fhall be entitled to and fhall accept the volumes 
printed by the Society, as they are iffued from time to time, at the 
prices fixed by the Council ; and memberfhip fhall be forfeited by 
a refufal or neglect fo to accept the faid volumes. 

Any perfon may terminate his memberfhip by refignation ad* 
dreffed in writing to the Prefident ; provided, however, that he fhall 
: previoufly paid for all volumes iffued by the Society after the 
date of his election as a member. 

Article IV. — The management of the Society's affairs fhall 
be vefled in the Council, which fhall keep a faithful record of its 

proceedings, 
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proceedings, and report the fame to the Society annually, at its 
General Meeting in May. 

Article V. — On the anniverfary of the birth of the Rev. 
Thomas Prince, namely, on the twenty-fifth day of May, in every 
year (but if this day (hall fall on Sunday or a legal holiday, on 
the following day), a General Meeting (hall be held at Bofton, in 
Maffachufetts, for the purpofe of electing officers, hearing the 
report of the Council, auditing the Treasurer's account, and trans- 
acting other bufinefs. 

Article VI. — The officers fhall be chofen by the Society an- 
nually, at the General Meeting; but vacancies occurring between 
the General Meetings may be filled by the Council. 

Article VII. — By-Laws for the more particular government of 
the Society may be made or amended at any General Meeting. 

Article VIII. — Amendments to the Conftitution may be made 
at the General Meeting in May, by a three-fourths vote, pro- 
vided that a copy of the fame be tranfmitted to every member 
of the Society, at leaft two weeks previous to the time of voting 
thereon. 



COUNCIL. 



RULES AND REGULATIONS. 

1. The Society fhall be adminiftered on the mutual principle, 
and folely in the intereft of American hiftory. 

2. A volume fhall be iflued as often as practicable, but not more 
frequently than once a year. 

3. An editor of each work to be iflued fhall be appointed, who 
fhall be a member of the Society, whofe duty it fhall be to pre- 
pare, 
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pare, arrange, and conduct the fame through the prefs ; and, as he 
will neceffarily be placed under obligations to fcholars and others 
for affiftance, and particularly for the loan of rare books, he fliall 
be entitled to receive ten copies, to enable him to acknowledge and 
return any courtefies which he may have received. 

4. All editorial work and official fervice fhall be performed 
gratuitoufly. 

5. All contracts connected with the publication of any work 
fhall be laid before the Council in diftincl fpecifi cat tons in writ- 
ing, and be adopted by a vote of the Council, and entered in a 
book kept for that purpofe ; and, when the publication of a volume 
is completed, its whole expenfe fhall be entered, with the items 
of its coft in full, in the fame book. No member of the Council 
fhall be a contractor for doing any part of the mechanical work 
of the publications. 

6. The price of each volume fhall be a hundredth part of the 
coft of the edition, or as near to that as conveniently may be ; and 
there (hall be no other affeffnients levied upon the members of 
the Society. 

7. A fum, not exceeding one thoufand dollars, may be fet apart 
by the Council from the net receipts for publications, as a working 
capital ; and when the faid net receipts fhall exceed that fum, the 
excefs (hall be divided, from time to time, among the members of 
the Society, by remitting either a part or the whole coft of a 
volume, as may be deemed expedient. 

8. All moneys belonging to the Society fhall be depofited in the 
New England Truft Company in Bofton, unlefs fame other banking 
inftitution fhall be defignated by a vote of the Council ; and faid 
moneys fhall be entered in the name of the Society, fubject to the 
order of the Treasurer. 

9. It (hall be the duty of the Prefident to call the Council to- 
gether, whenever it may be neceffary for the trania<5tion of bufinefs, 
and to prefide at its meetings. 
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io. It (hall be the duty of the Vice-Prefidents to authorize all 
bills before their payment, to make an inventory of the property 
of the Society during the month preceding the annual meeting 
and to report the fame to the Council, and to audit the accounts 
of the Treafurer. 

ii. It fhall be the duty of the Correfponding Secretary to iffue 
all general notices to the members, and to conduct the general 
correfpondence of the Society, 

12. It fhall be the duty of the Recording Secretary to keep a 
complete record of the proceedings both of the Society and of 
the Council, in a book provided for that purpofe. 

13. It fhall be the duty of the Treafurer to forward to the 
members bills for the volumes, as they are iffued ; to fuperintend 
the fending of the books ; to pay all bills authorized and indorfed 
by at leaft two Vice-Prefidents of the Society ; and to keep an 
accurate account of all moneys received and difburfed. 

14. No books lhall be forwarded by the Treafurer to any mem- 
ber until the amount of the price fixed for the fame fhall have 
been received ; and any member neglefting to forward the faid 
amount for one month after his notification, (hall forfeit his 
memberfhip.
